► THE  EFFECTS  of  noise  are  becoming 
a serious  problem  to  indtiitry,  workers  ond 
phy^tcimis.  Dr.  C*  Sfcwari  Nash,  University 
of  Rochester  School  of  Medidnc  and  Den- 
tistry, Ruchcj^ter,  NMr%  told  a regional 
meeting  of  the  Inccrnational  College  of 
Surgeons  iu  White  Sulphur  Springs,  W.  V'a. 

The  problem  is  wlio  is  responsible  far 
hearing  losses  tli.u  occur  among  workers. 
Occasionally  a worker  becomes  fadgued 
or  irritable  if  rhe  noUe  around  him  is  too 
great,  bat  he  may  alj?a  become  hard  of 
hearing  if  exposed  to  a darter  that  is  too 
intense  for  the  ear  to  wi6stand.  Dr.  Nash 
said.

Instead,  we  arc  tti  be  completely  tran- 
quil under  al!  circuin stances  and  let  some- 
one else  "do  the  worrying/*  try  to  get  ahead 
or  be  siiccessfuL 

Many  of  the  individuals  the  psychiatrists 
saw  -were  nut  able  to  handle  the  conflicts 
and  tensions  of  life  without  the  tran- 
quilizers bur  die  maiurity  c^f  them  were 
using  the  drugs  and  becoming  valuclesi  tti 
themseives  and  to  the  group  in  which  they 
worked,  ihey  said*

being  too  well  cared  for,  having  too  linle

Sun  'Over  Equator 

One  welcome  astronomical  event  occurs 
on  rhe  alter  noon  of  March  30,  for  on  that 
date  (ai  4:i7  p.m.j  EST),  the  sun  will  .stand 
ciircctiy  over  the  equator.  Since  December 
it  has  been  moving  northward  in  the  sky, 
and  now  ii  reaches  ihc  half-way  point  of 
its  journey. 

It  rises  directly  cast,  and  sets  directly 
west,  so  day  and  night  arc  of  equal  length. 
Hence  the  name  of  this  event,  the  “equi- 
nox,” w'hich  means  “equal  nights."  ' 

In  the  Northern  Hemisphere  Lhis  is  the 
beginning  of  springs  but  in  rhe  Southern 
Hemisphere  it  is  the  first  day  of  autumn. 
While  the  sun  during  the  winter  was  so 
low'  for  u%  it  was  high  for  rheni,  and  they 
could  enjoy  the  warm  W'cathcr  of  summer. 

With  Orion  and  his  neighbors  now  de- 
scending into  the  west^  and  Leo  and  Virgo 
just  coming  up  in  the  cast,  the  center  of 
the  cclcstijl  stage,  i.e.,  the  part  of  the  sky 
direedy  south,  is  xcupied  by  1 number  of 
interesting  but  less  conspicuous  constella- 
tions. One  of  these,  Monoceros,  has  already 
been  men  tinned  as  standing  ber-vecn  the 
two  dogs,  Cams  .M.ijor  and  Canis  Minor. 
The  brighrest  st.ir  in  it  is  of  the  fourth 
magnitude,  so  it  is  not  conspicuous. 


In  chillier  times  this  p *rt  of  the  sky  seems 
U)  luvT  been  left  blank,  Intt  appareiitly 
Mtinucero*  w.ts  ndtlvtl  in  the  16ih  century, 
wlien  there  was  a revival  c*f  interest  in 
astronomy* 

Next  to  Munoctros,  toward  the  left,  is 
Hydra,  the  water-snake,  considerably  mure 
conspicuous,  since  its  brigluest  star  is  of 
the  second  magnlLiule,  T his  is  called  AI- 
phard  and  it  is  shown  on  nur  maps  as  the 
fourth  star  from  rhe  bottom, 

Supposedly,  it  represents  the  heart  of  the 
reptile,  while  the  little  group  of  four  stars 
at  the  upper  end  form  the  liead.  Actually 
the  constell.ition  con  tin  a es  farther  to  the 
south,  twen  below  the  four  ^tars  shown  of 
Corvus,  the  crow,  but  these  arc  so  difrimcd 
by  their  low  altitude  that  they  are  not 
bright  enough  to  be  shown  on  our  map. 

Corvus  \y  another  of  the  smaller  constel- 
lations, but  it  goes  h:ick  to  ancient  dines. 
The  Romans  called  St  a crow  while  die 
Greeks  regartlcd  it  as  a raven,  which  is  a 
member  of  the  same  family  the  crow. 

Quite  low-  in  the  south,  iusl  left  ut  Canis 
Major,  arc  shown  a few  srars,  nutrked  Pyxis, 
Veia  and  Puppis.  Actually  these  are  all 
part  of  a much  larger  group,  containing 
some  very  prominent  stars,  but  they  are 
so  far  souih  that  they  do  ntit  appcrir  above 
our  horizon.  This  is  Argo  Navis,  the  ship 
Argo,  supposed  to  represent  the  mythologi- 
cal vessel  that  Glaucus  built  for  fason,  who 
led  rhe  Argonauts  in  their  ^quest  of  the 
Golden  Fleece 

Argo  Has  Four  Parts 

The  group  is  so  big  that  it  is  subdivided 
into  four  parts,  each  considered  as  a con- 
stcHarion.  Puppis  is  the  “poop,"  or  stern; 
Vela  the  sail  and  Pyxis  the  compass.  The 
fourth,  Carina,  the  kccL  h not  shown.  It 
is  farther  south  and  cnmnins  the  brilliant 
stir  called  Canopus. 

In  the  iouthern  states  n£  the  United  States 
it  comes  into  vicw%  but  not  for  points  that 
are  north  of  38  degrees  laniude. 

High  in  (he  south  is  Cancer,  the  crab,
